When my wife and I set out upon our 
tour in 1957 we thought we knew a little 
about the U.S.A. and about our fellow 
member of the British Commonwealth, 
Canada. After all, we ride around in 
American cars; our farmers use American 
machinery and equipment; we see Holly- 
wood movies; we read American maga- 
zines; and in so many of our small cafes 
we have “jukeboxes” playing American 
records! We were soon shocked into real- 
ity. After we set out from New York the 
vast expanses of the U.S.A. and Canada 
unfolding before us soon proved how little 
—how next to nothing—we really knew 
about North America. This certainly tend- 
ed to mellow, if not to heal, the deflatory 
effect of so many questions by so many 
Americans who frankly admitted that to 
them South Africa represented some very 
vague part of Africa where a few “Tar- 
zans” or missionaries or rubber planters 
lived among myriads of black people and 
where at best there was little scope for 
anything at all beyond an overwhelming 
race problem. We realised that though the 
world has become ever so much smaller, 
each tiny part has become so intense, so 
self-sufficient, so highly organised, and so 
exacting that none of us has time to study 
countries 12 to 15 thousand miles away, 
unless we have some very personal reason 


for doing’ so. 

It must have been the librarian in me 
that surreptitiously searched American li- 
brary shelves under History, Travel, Biog- 
raphy, Fiction, and the inevitable 323.168 


to see what books were available to the 
American reader on South Africa. The 
books I found on South Africa were those 
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which came to the attention of the public 
and the librarian by the grace of the com- 
munication machine, for better or for 
worse. For better, because I was really 
proud to see a copy of Alan Paton’s Cry, 
the beloved country in nearly every li- 
brary I visited. For worse, because nearly 
always there was a copy of Trevor Hud- 
dleston’s Naught for your comfort, which 
South Africans feel is a hyperemotional 
outburst, and to which You are wrong, 
Father Huddleston by Alexander Steward 


is a calm, but adequately convincing reply. 
There are problems of book buying, of 


course: there is the language problem, 
since many good books on South Africa 
appear in Afrikaans only; there is the 
question of availability of South African 
and British published books in North 
America; and there is the unfavourable 
exchange rate which makes it virtually 
impossible for the South African publisher 
to advertise his publications in America. 
Naturally all South African publishers are 
keen to sell their books overseas, and 
for book information American colleagues 
whose libraries have special sections on 
South Africa will find it well worth their 
while to subscribe to the two publications 
The South African Publisher and Book- 
seller (Die S.A. Uitgewer en Boekhan- 
delaar) and South African Libraries (Suid- 
Afrikaanse Biblioteke), the official organs 
of the publishing and library worlds re- 
spectively. In addition I should mention 
that the major publishers in South Africa 
have their own bookshops, so South Afri- 
tan published titles mentioned in this ar- 


ticle may be ordered directly from them. 
I think American purchasers would be 
safe in calculating three dollars to the 
South African pound ($3 = 20/—). I am 
very grateful for this opportunity to men- 
tion a few books with a real South African 
flavour which will, I hope, serve to give the 
reader in the American public library 
some idea of a few aspects of life in this 
land of sunshine and contrast. In the 
selection of the titles I was guided mainly 
by the possible usefulness of the books 
and what I thought to be their appeal for 
American public library readers. I should 
be only too happy to compile lists of titles 
on any particular subjects or fields if col- 
leagues would write to me about their 
problems. 

There are three important works of 
general reference. For the prospective 
tourist there is The Year book and guide 
to Southern Africa. The Official yearbook 
of the Union is published by authority and 
contains a mass of useful information at a 
negligible price. Hailey’s An African sur- 
vey deals with other territories besides 
the Union, and for this very reason pro- 
vides interesting comparisons of the peo- 
ples, their languages, customs, systems of 
government, law and justice, immigration, 
health, labour, and communication. 

I wish to draw special attention to an 
important series on the fauna and flora of 
the country, viz., The aloes of South Afri- 
ca by Reynolds; The grasses and pastures 
edited by Meredith; The birds and The 
mammals, both by the late Dr. Austin 
Roberts; and finally The sea fishes by Dr. 
J. L. B. Smith, who gained world renown 
for his dramatic discovery of the coela- 
canth some years ago. All these works are 
richly illustrated in color and black and 
white, and even though they may be re- 
garded primarily as works of reference, 
they will fascinate nature lovers every- 
where. I am sure that American readers 
will be especially interested in Sima Eliov- 
son’s South African flowers for the garden, 
since this monumental work for the gar- 
dener gives clear and useful descriptions 
of most indigenous South African flowers 
and plants and even refers to their culti-

complete surprise! The author, a graduate 
of Columbia University, was for 25 years 
professor of home economics at the Uni- 
versity of Pretoria and may be trusted to 
give only the best recipes for such local 


delicacies as koeksisters, bobotie, and so- 
saties. 

But let us turn to the country. The 
most popular author of books of travel, 
description, and history of the Union of 
South Africa is Lawrence G. Green. All 
his books are published by Howard Tim- 
mins of Cape Town, who, I believe, is ne- 
gotiating with an American agent for the 
distribution of his books there. Where 
men still dream and Karoo deserve special 
mention among Green’s many highly rec- 
ommended titles. 

South Africa is commonly called a 
land of contrast. It is also a land of bitter 
controversy. It is almost impossible to 
suggest the title of one book on any con- 
troversial issue without being accused of 
unfairness and prejudice. History is one 
of the fields where I really am in trouble. 
I have listed three titles: South Africa, 
written by the late Jan Hofmeyr, minister 
of education in the Smuts wartime cabinet 
and a leader of liberal thought in South 
Africa. Leo Marquard, ex-history teacher, 
Rhodes scholar, fine sportsman, and son 
of a Dutch Reformed parson, is the author 
of The story of South Africa, reeommend- 
ed as good background reading, even 
though inclined to be biased. Eric Ander- 
son Walker’s tome, A history of Southern 
Africa, has been prescribed in some col- 
leges and universities since it was first 
published in 1928. Walker, now a man in 
his seventies, clearly (though most regret- 
tably) wrote the added chapters of his 
revised book with complete abandon and 
upon the assumption that his reputation as 
an eminent South African historian en- 
titles him to give his own digested and 
strongly flavoured version of trends and 
events in this country over the past 20 
years! Nevertheless, the book remains the 
best written and most up to date on South 
African history which is available in the 
English language. In The golden republic 
and Storm over the Transvaal, T. V. Bul- 
pin writes a delightful history of the wild 
and colourful days in the Transvaal until 
the outbreak of the Anglo-Boer war in 
1899. 

The history of South Africa over the 
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past 80 years has been dominated by two 
irreconcilable schools of thought; by two 
sets of political ideas; and by two kinds 
of people: Imperialists and Republicans. 
In the nineteenth century they were rep- 
resented by Cecil John Rhodes, diamond 
king and empire builder, and by Stephanus 
Johannes Paulus Kruger, pioneer Presi- 
dent of the South African Republic. These 
men were succeeded in the twentieth cen- 
tury respectively by Jan Christiaan Smuts, 
architect of the League of Nations and the 
United Nations, and James Barry Munnik 
Hertzog, architect of the Afrikaner nation. 
They dominated the national scene until 
Field Marshal Smuts died in 1950. Unfor- 
tunately the only authoritative biography 
of Paul Kruger (by Manfred Nathan) is no 
longer available, but it is fascinating to 
see the imperialist seed planted by Rhodes, 
described in Gross’s Rhodes of Africa, wax 
to its full ripeness in the holism of Smuts, 
as revealed in Jan Christian Smuts by 
Smuts junior. In James Barry Munnik 
Hertzog, Oswald Pirow points out the tra- 
ditional reaction of the Afrikaner people 
to these concepts. 


The pervasive race problem in the 
Union has been mentioned briefly. While 
Stuart Cloete in The African giant gives 
a very good introduction to the problem 


and through his keen powers of observa- 
tion succeeds admirably in describing the 
whole African problem clearly, concisely, 
and in remarkable perspective, those wish- 
ing to make a more detailed study of the 
Bantu (a collective name for the South 
African native races) in the Union will be 
interested in the Summary of the report of 
the Commission fox the Socio-Economic 
Development of the Bantu Areas. This is 
the Tomlinson Commission which enjoyed 
world-wide publicity. Professor F. R. 
Tomlinson, the chairman, donated a full 
set of the report to the Library of Con- 
gress. Another work of high quality,

gene Marais (both published with parallel 
texts) will, I hope, help the American 
reader to glean some understanding of 
good Afrikaans poetry. Most manuscripts 
of merit by English South African authors 
are published overseas rather than in the 
Union. This ensures them a wider market 
but they tend to lose their identity as 
South Africans. The beadle by Pauline 
Smith is a South African classic like its 
better-known counterpart, Story of an 
African farm by Olive Schreiner. First 
published in 1926, The beadle has recently 
been brought out in an attractive new 
South African edition. Apart from the old 
stalwarts such as Roy Campbell, Alan 
Paton, and Sarah Gertrude Millin, young- 
er authors like Guy Butler, Ronald Byron, 
Nadine Gordimer, and Peter Gibbs have 
produced very promising work. 

In the field of art South Africa has two 
things entirely its own: Bushman rock 
paintings and Cape Dutch architecture. 
The Abbé Breuil must count among the 
foremost authorities on Bushman art, al- 
though our own Walter W. Battiss has 
done remarkable work in the field, as 
proved by the fact that all his works are 
now out of print. A. R. Willcox in a small- 
er work gives very fine descriptions and 
plates of examples of Bushman art in Rock 
paintings of the Drakensberg. C. de Bos- 
dari gives a very fine and well-illustrated 
description of the old houses which have 
been preserved from the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries in Cape Dutch houses 
and farms. Hendrik Pierneef, who died 
October 1957, one South African 
painter who could claim for his work a 
typically South African character. For 
comparison Americans will be interested 
to see in Walton’s African village the de- 
scription of a village’s planning and lay- 
out that can be contrasted with those of 
North American Indian villages.

During the 
next 30 years Harrison manages her affairs and 
becomes wealthy on his employer’s long-term 
project: the building of a house that will, in 
the belief of its owner, ensure her immortality. 
Henry’s belated pricking of this dream and the 
immediate death of Mrs. Everett are described 
in the final pages of an unusual and involved 
novel which poses some interesting ethical 
problems and introduces several flesh-and- 
blood people.
